The “‘one man-one vote” rule 
is complied with by having 
trustees elected throughout the 
district although they are 
required to live in a particular 
area. 

Norton displayed a census 
map from the Orange County 
Planning Department on which 
he had imposed the boundaries 
of the district and existing 
trustee areas. He listed a present 
population of 267,402, with an 
additional 63,228 in the area 
annexed to the RSCCD, totaling

Relocation ot the Campus Child Development Lewis. 
Center from 1497 Martha Lane to the northwest 
corner of Washington Avenue and College Avenue 
met with approval at the RSCCD Board of 
Trustees meeting. 

One reason for relocation of the center is that 
the present site is part of parking development 
plans. 


Another reason cited is that of the physical 
limitations of the present Child Development 
Center which do not permit the most effective use 
of either facilities or staff. 

The basic plan for relocation will be to acquire 
the vacant lot on the Washington Avenue corner 
plus two properties west of the lot. 

‘ This would provide the center with enough 
indoor and oudoor space for 45 children. The 
present site accomodates 30. 


Funds for the relocation will come from capital 
expenditures from the ‘76-'77 budget and an 
advance of special reserve funds which will raise 
the estimated 88,000 necessary for the move. 

Dr. Bettye Lewis, department chairman for 
child development feels the change will be better 
for the center since a pattern of space can be 
specifically designed for the kind of program SAC 
offers.

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Flexible schedule ' prop 
approved by RSCCD

SAC has submitted an experimental ‘flexible schedule’ proposal 
to the Community College Board of Governors. If the bid is 
accepted, it will mean shorter semesters for SAC students next year. 

The plan schedules two 160-day semesters, a_ five-week 
intersession, and two five-week summer sessions. Current semester 
length is 175 days. A three-week ‘“‘lame-duck”’ period after Christmas 
vacation will be eliminated by this plan. 

This schedule was chosen from two plans submitted by SAC 
President John E. Johnson and was approved by the RSCCD Board 
of Trustees at their meeting Monday night. 

Five community colleges will be chosen to participate in the 
two-year experiment. Cabrillo College has already been chosen as 
one site, making a total.of six schools participating. 

Cabrillo has previously been the only community college 
permitted to use the flexible schedule. This flexible calendar is used 
by most four-year schools. 

According to Johnson, the five schools will be chosen in 
December. Representatives from these campuses will then meet with 
the State Department of Finance in January to discuss the financial 
feasibility of the plan. 

Under the new schedule, approximately 15 days would be 
dropped from each semester. This drop in Average Daily Attendance 
(ADA) which is based on actual student hours in school, will result 
in a lowering of state financial aid. 

Part of the lost time and resources would be compensated by the 
intersession. ‘The possibility of extra aid for the experimental 
schools has been discussed,”’ said Johnson. 

Another factor which is being considered by the academic 
committee responsible for the proposal, is the choice of classes for 
the intersession. A three-unit course must meet a total of 45 hours 
of class time during the five-week period. 

SAC will be among an estimated 30 community colleges bidding 
to become one of the five experimental schools chosen for the 
program. : 

The new concept in semesters is designed to make community 
colleges align with four-year institutions to facilitate transfer and 
time requirements. 


ASSAC calls for committee 
to supervise credit by exam 


A bill resolving that a letter be sent to the SAC administration 
petitioning for a centralized committee to oversee credit by 
examination procedures was introduced last Monday in the Student 
Senate. 

Co-authored by legislators Brien Dodd and Doug Edwards, the 
bill cites problems from decentralization and intra-departmental 
conflict as major criteria for a centralized committee. 

Problems of decentralizaiton, as defined by the proposal, include 
variations in the achievement level required to pass the exam and 
prolonged periods between the student's petitioning for and the 
department's administration of the test. 

The legislation was referred to rules committee and will be 
brought to the Senate floor on Monday.

Professor ostracized by students 


Some SAC students put what they were studying into action 
some weeks ago when they imitated a custom of the citizens of 
ancient Athens by ostracizing someone . . . their own teacher.

Angela Davis has emerged from obscurity and 
returned to the classroom. Front page news 
greeted her first teaching job in over six years as 
she began a lecture series at Claremont College on 
“Black Women and the Development of the Black 
Community.” The mini-course has caused 
maxi-controversy throughout the academic 
community. 

Surrounded by private bodyguards and campus 
security police, Davis entered a back door to avoid 
the curious crowd of reporters and students 
outside the classroom. There were apparently 
more police than students present in the room 
listening to Davis lecture. 


Controversy has enveloped the Claremont 
alumni (who financially support the private 
college), the trustees, faculty and administration 
who have tried to cancel her contract. Obvious, 
and by now redundant, arguments regarding 
academic freedom were pressed by the Black 
Studies Center of the school. These were basically 
the same legal arguments Angela used in her 
unsuccessful lawsuit against UCLA when they 
fired her for preaching communism in 1969. 

My initial reaction to the idea of Davis teaching 
again was very negative. But based on the equally

Mort.: At first | was nervous 
about having to work the 
legendary ‘graveyard shift’’ 5 
p.m. to 8 a.m. and sleep in the 
apartment above the mortuary. 
The first couple of nights on 
duty | was using valium. But | 
soon grew quite usedto the 
situation. 

el DON: What is the usual 
procedure when you receive a 
call at night? 

Mort.: The call comes from the 
hospital. | then call a local sort 
of ‘“body-snatching”’ service 
which will pick the body up at 
the hospital. | wait until he 
arrives with the corpse, and then 
prepare the body for the. funeral. 
el DON: Exactly what does the 
embalming procedure consist of? 
Mort.: The first thing that must 
be done is the setting of the 
features. We have plastic eyecaps 
which we insert under the 
eyelids to keep the eyes shut. 


Then a tool known as a needle 
injector inserts a piece of wire 
from the lower jawbone to the 
center of the mouth. The 
procedure is repeated from the 
upper lip, and then the two 
pieces of wire are wound tightly 
within the mouth so that it will 
not fall open. 

Next we make an_ incision 
along the clavicle and raise out 
both the carotid artery and 
jugular vein from the neck. Long 
tubes connected to an 
embalming machine are then 
placed within the artery and 


vein. When the machine is 
turned on it pumps 
formaldehyde through the 
arteries while the blood is 


draining from the vein. When the 
body is full of formaldehyde the 
machine is switched off and the 
veins are shut and replaced. A 
“baseball stitch’ is used to close 
the incision. 

Now we wait until we receive 
a death. certificate. Once 
received, the body can _ be 
finished. Next a vacuum-type 
machine known as an aspirator is

el DON: Before we finish, are 
there any myths or stories about 
morticians you would like to 
dispel or confirm? 

Mort.: Contrary to popular 
belief, dead bodies don’t grow 
hair, fingernails or sit up in the 
middle of the night. Morticians 
don’t swipe the gold or silver 
fillings in corpses mouths or 
remove ‘rings or watches. And 
thank goodness, those nights

Second place in the South Coast Conference 
will be at stake tomorrow night at 7:30 p.m. at 
Anaheim Stadium as Fullerton plays host to old 
nemesis SAC.
